Books had given the former; and the judgment of a great man 
upon this occaſion was, I think, very juſt and proper. In a con- 


verſation between Sir John: Suckling, Sir William D' Foenant, Endy- 
mom Porter, Mr. Hales of Eaton, and Ben Johnſon ; Sir John Suck- 


ling, who was a profeks'd admirer of Shakeſpear, had undertaken 


his defence againſt Ben Johnſon with ſome warmth ; Mr. Hales, 


who had fat fill for ſome time, told em, Thar if Mr. Shakeſpear 


had not read the Antients, he had likewiſe not ſtolen any thing from 


en; and that if he would produce any one Topich finely treated by 
any of. them, he would undertake to fhew ſomething upon the ſame ſub- 


The latter part of his life was ſpent, as all men of good ſenſe 
will wiſh theirs may be, in eaſe, retirement, and the converſation 
of his. friends. He had the fortune to gather an eſtate equal 
to his occaſion, and, in that, to his wiſh; and is ſaid to have 


ſpent ſome years before his death at his native Srras ford. His plea- 
ſurable wit, and good-nature, engag d him in the acquaintance, and 


entitled him to the friendſhip of the gentlemen of the neighbour- 


hood. Amongſt them, it is a ſtory almoſt ſtill remember'd in that 
country, that he had a particular intimacy with Mr. Combe, an old 


gentleman noted thereabouts for his wealth and uſury: It happen'd, 


that in a pleaſant converſation amongſt their common friends, 
Mr. Combe told Shakeſpear in a laughing manner, that he fancy'd 
he intended to write his Epitaph, if he happen'd to out-live him; 


and ſince he could not know what might be ſaid of him when he 


was dead, he defir'd it might be done immediately : Upon which 
Sbaleſpear gave him theſe four verſes.

with an exact Tragedy. The Merry Wives of Windſor, the Comedy 


of Errors, and the Taming of the Shrew, are all pure Comedy; the 


reſt, however they are call'd, have ſomething of both kinds, Tis 
not very eaſy to determine which way of writing he was moſt ex- 

cellent in. There 1s certainly a great deal of entertainment in his 
comical humours ; and tho they did not then ſtrike at all ranks of 
people, as the Satire of the preſent age has taken the liberty to do, 


yet there is a pleaſing and a well-diſtinguiſh'd variety in thoſe cha- 
raters which he thought fit to meddle with. ' Fa///aff is allow d 


by every body to be a maſter- piece; the Character is always well. 
ſuſtain'd, tho drawn out into the length of three Plays; and even 


the account of his death, given by his old landlady Mrs. Qiacliy, 


in the firſt act of Henry V. tho it be extremely natural, is yet as di- 
verting as any part of his life. If there be any fault in the draught 
he has made of this lewd old fellow, it is, that tho he has made 


aiim a thief, lying, cowardly, vain-glorious, and in ſhort every way 


vicious, yet he has given him ſo much wit as to make him almoſt 
too agreeable; and I don't know whether ſome people have not, 


in remembrance of the diverſion he had formerly afforded em, been 


ſorry to ſee his friend Hal uſe him fo ſcurvily, when he comes to 


the crown in the end of the ſecond part of Henry the fourth. 


Amongſt other extravagancies, in the Merry Mives of Windſor, he 
has made him a Deer-ſtealer, that he might at the ſame time re- 
member his J/arwickſhire proſecutor, under the name of Juſtice

That whole play is admirable; the humours are various and well

fonable jealouſy, is extremely well conducted. In Twe//rh- Wight 
there is ſomething ſingularly ridiculous and pleaſant in the fantaſti- 
cal ſteward Malvalio. The paraſite and the vain-glorious in Pa- 
volles, in All's Mell that Ends well, is as good as any thing of that 
kind in Plautus or. Terence. Petruchio, in The Taming of the Shrew, 
is an uncommon piece of humour. The converſation of Benedict 
and Beatrice, in Much. Ado about Nothing, and of Roſalmd in As 
5 you like it, have much wit and ſprightlineſs all along. His clowns, | 
without which character there was hardly any Pay writ in that 
. time, are all very entertaining: And, I believe, Ter fires in Troilus 
. and Creſſida, and Apemantus in Timon, will be allow'd to be ma- 


| ſter-pieces of ill-nature, and ſatyrical ſnarling. To theſe I might 
add, that incomparable: character of Shy/ock the Few, in the Mer 
| chant of Venice; but tho' we have ſeen that play receiv'd and acted LI 
as a Comedy, and the part of the Jew perform'd by an excellent 
Comedian, yet I cannot but think it was deſigned tragically by the 9 
Author. There appears in it ſuch a deadly ſpirit of revenge, fuch k 
a ſavage fierceneſs and fellneſs, and ſuch a bloody deſignation of 
cruelty and miſchief, as cannot agree either with the ale or cha-

Of theſe, The Tempeſt, 
however it comes to be plac'd the firſt by the Publiſhers of his 
works, can never have been the firſt written by him: It ſeems to 
55 me as perfect in its kind, as almoſt any thing we have of his. One 
may obſerve, that the Unities are kept here, with an exactneſs un- 
| common to the liberties of his writing : tho' that was what, I ſup- 
poſe, he valu'd himfelf leaſt upon, ſince his excellencies were all of 
another kind. I am very ſenſible that he do's,.in this play, depart

1 thors from whence he borrow'd them. Almoſt all his hiſtorical 
4 Plays comprehend a great length of time, and very different and 
—— diſtinct places: And in his Antony and Cleopatra, the Scene tra- 
vels over the greateſt part of the Roman Empire. But in recom- = 
pence for his careleſsneſs in this point, when he comes to another © 
part of the Drama, The Manners of his Characters, in acting or 
ſpeaking what is proper for them, and fit to be ſhown by the Poet, 
he may be generally juſtify'd, and in very many places greatly com- 
N mended. For thoſe Plays which he has taken from the Engliſb or 
Roman hiſtory, let any man compare em, and he will find the 
character as exact in the Poet as the Hiſtorian. He ſeems indeed 
ſo far from propoſing to himſelf any one action for a Subject, that 
the Title very often tells you, tis The Lyfe of King John, King 
Richard, &c. What can be more agreeable to the idea our hiſto- 
rians give of Henry the fixth, than the picture Shakeſpear has drawn | 
of him! His Manners are every where exactly the ſame with the 
ſtory ; one finds him ſtill deſcrib'd with fimplicity, paſſive ſanctit, 
want of courage, weakneſs of mind, and eaſie ſubmiſſion to the 
governance of an imperious Wife, or prevailing Faction: Tho at 
the ſame time the Poet does juſtice to his good qualities, and moves : 
the pity of his audience for him, by ſhewing him pious, difinte- 
reſted, a contemner of the things of this world, and wholly reſign d 9 
to the ſevereſt diſpenſations of God's providence. There is a ſhort Ti 
Scene in the ſecond part of Henry VI. which I cannot but think 
admirable in its kind. Cardinal Beaufort, who had murder d the 
Duke of Gloucefter, is ſhewn in the laft agonies on his death-bed, 
with the good King praying over him. There is ſo much terror 
in one, ſo much tenderneſs and moving piety in the other, as muſt 
touch any one who is capable either of fear or pity. In his Hen-

In each of 'em a young Prince is eng ged to revenge the death of 
his father, their mothers are equally guilty, are both concern d in 
the murder of their huſbands, and are afterwards married to the 
murderers. There is in the firſt part of the Greek Tragedy, ſome- 
thing very moving in the grief of Electra; but as Mr. D Acier has 
obſerv d, there is ſomething very unnatural and ſhocking in the 
Manners he has given that Princeſs and Ore/tes in the latter part. 
Oreftes embrues his hands in the blood of his own mother; and 
that barbarous action is perform'd, tho not immediately upon the 
ſtage, yet ſo near, that the audience hear Cyytemneſira crying out 
to Agyſtbus for help, and to her ſon for mercy: While Electra, 
her daughter, and a Princeſs (both of them characters that ought 
to have appear d with more decency) ſtands upon the ſtage and 
encourages her brother in the Parricide. What horror does this not 
raiſe | Clytemmeſtra was a wicked woman, and had deſery'd to die; 
nay, in'the truth of the ſtory, ſhe was kill'd by her own ſon ; but 
to repreſent an action of this kind on the ſtage, is certainly an of- 
fence againſt thoſe rules of manners proper to the perſons, that ought 
to be obſerv'd there. On the contrary, let us only look a little on 
the conduct of Shakeſpear. Hamlet is repreſented with the ſame 
piety towards his father, and reſolution to revenge his death, as 
Oreſtes; he has the ſame abhorrence for his mother's guilt, which, 
to provoke him the more, is heighten'd by inceſt : But tis with 
wonderful art and juſtneſs of judgment, that the Poet reſtrains him 
from doing violence to his mother. To prevent any thing of that 


kind, he makes his father's Ghoſt forbid that part of his vengeance.
